rocked the home of the Minister tor 
Defence and Foreign Affairs, Fuad 
Butros, in the Christian (eastern) 
side of Beirut. One person was 
reported killed, though Butros 
himself and other members of his 
household escaped unharmed in the 
pre-dawn blast. 

Beirut radio said that unknown 
persons had placed a large quantity 
of explosives inside an elevator in 
the fashionable apartment building 
where Butros lives. 

Preliminary reports indicated the 
attack on Butros was linked to the 
new army commander’s appoint- 
ment, which many Christians 
protested yesterday by going on 
strike and setting tyres on fire in the 
streets. Armoured patrols of the 
..predominantly Syrian Arab League 
peacekeeping force were called into 
eastern Beirut to remove 
barricades, but no clashes were 
reported. 

The disorders revealed a serious 
rift among Christiana over one of 
President Sarkis’ first orucial 
decisions concerning the reorganisa- 
tion of the state. The influential

Vance’s honour during which he re- 
emphasized Soviet objections to 
what It views as U.S. interference In 
Soviet internal affairs. "U.S. -Soviet 
relations can develop in a positive 
way only If these principles (non- 
interference, equality, mutual 
benefit) are observed and, on the 
contrary, any attempt to ignore, let 
alone violate them, would adversely 
affect our bilateral relations.’’ 

“It would be a serious mistake to 
think otherwise,” Gromyko said in 
his toast. Gromyko also stressed a 
positive theme, saying that the cur- 
bing of the arms race was "of cen- 
tral Importance" In mutual 
relations. 

Gromyko also emphasised the 
need of a peace settlement in the 
Middle East and said the question of 
Palestinian representation was a 
stumbling block for the reconvening 
of the Geneva conference on the Mid- 
dle East.

Sadat wants 
‘lots’ of jets 
from the U.S.

WASHINGTON. — Egyptian Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat says that he will 
be asking President Jimmy Carter 
to approve “lots*' of F-5E fighter 
bombers for Egypt during his talks 
In Washington next week. 

“In the way of arms, I shall he ask- 
ing for defensive arms," S&dat said 
in a televised Interview Sunday night 
on the CBS news programme '"SO 
Minutes." 

Sadat declined to say specifically 
how many fighters he will be seek- 
ing. "It should be kept a military 
secret," he said. But he conceded 
that he will want them “in large 
numbers." 

He also disclosed that he will be 
asking for Tow anti-tank missiles 
and “some other electronic devices. 
These are the main arms that I shall 
be asking." 

Last year, the U.S. sold Egypt six 
C-130 military transport planes, the 
first military equipment provided to 
that nation In recent years. But the 
Ford Administration assured an 
aroused Congress that no additional 
military sales would be concluded 
last year. 

Since taking office, Secretary of 
State Cyrus Vance and other Carter 
Administration officials have refus- 
ed to rule out arms sales to Egypt, 
saying only that no official requests 
have yet been put forward by Cairo. 

Yesterday, the State Department 
would say only that the U.S. has not 
yet received any official arms re- 
quests from Egypt and that any 
future requests will be discussed, If 
raised by Egypt or any other coun- 
try. 


Gromyko: Let 
Geneva start 
without PLO 

MOSCOW (AP) Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko said 
yesterday that his government may 
be willing to let the next round of the 
Geneva Middle East peace con- 
ference decide on the participation 
of the Palestine Liberation 
Organization, U.S. officials 
reported. 

According to State Department 
spokesman Hoddlng Carter, 
Gromyko asked Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance, “Can’t we decide on 
participation at the conference 
Itself?” He "made the remark In a 
luncheon toast in which he first 
blamed Israel for obstructing a Mid- 
dle East settlement by refusing to 
deal with the PLO in Geneva. 

Vance told newsmen later that 
“What he (Gromyko) meant by that 
I am not sure," adding that he will 
pursue the matter later this week. If 
the remark, made In a departure 
from Gromyko’s prepared text, was 
serious, it would mark a major 
departure in Soviet Middle East 
policy. Until yesterday, the Russians 
have insisted that any reconvened 
Geneva conference Include PLO 
representation, a position opposed 
by the U.S. and Israel. 


French Gov’t 
quits after 
leftist gains 
in elections 

PARIS. — The government of 
Premier Raymond Barre resigned 
yesterday and President Valery 
Giscard d’Estaing announced he 
would ask Barre to form a new ad- 
ministration immediately. 

The Cabinet reshuffle Is a reaction 
to the strong leftist gains In 
nationwide municipal elections 
earlier this month. 

In a nationwide television speech, 
Giscard d’Estalng said the new 
team’s prime task would be to con- 
tinue the economic recovery plan in- 
stituted by Barre when he first took 
office last August. 

It would then have to “present an 
action programme for the next 12 
months with precise objectives, 
notably (for aiding) f amili es, old 
persons and youths seeking their 
first employment.” the President 
said. 

It was a clear restatement of his 
insistence that there should be no 
snap genera) elections ahead of 
those scheduled for March. 1978. 

Giscard said Barre would head “a 
streamlined government comprising 
no more than 15 cabinet ministers." 
He indicated It would be made up of 
technicians rather than politicians 
and the President said it would be “a 
government disengaged from 
political parties conforming to the 
spirit of the Fifth Republic.” 

"Politic al parties assuredly have 
their role to play but outside the 
govemmentand without weighing on 
it," Giscard said. "The separation 
between the government and the 
parties must be affirmed." 

The outgoing cabinet has 88 
members: 15 ministers and 18 
secretaries of state. (AP, UPI) 


Gazit notes 
‘change for 
better’ in 
Paris policy

President Giscard d’Estaing’a per- 
sonal contribution to policy-making 
has recently led to an "interesting 
shift" In France's stance on the Mid- 
dle East conflict. This Is the view of 
Ambassador Mordechal Gazit after 
15 months as Israel's envoy to Paris. 

The shift would have become ap- 
parent earlier, Gazit said, were it not 
for the Abu Daoud episode at the 
beginning of the year. It is now dis- 
cernible In the wording of official 
French pronouncements on the con- 
flict, and In the slightly less frigid at- 
mosphere of diplomatic ties between 
Paris and Jerusalem. 

In a conversation In Jerusalem 
yesterday, Gazit had praise for 
Foreign Minister Louis de 
Guiringaud,. whom he called 
“straightforward" and "a very com- 
petent professional." De Guiringaud, 
who is expected to retain his post in 
the Cabinet reshuffle, is due In Israel 
tomorrow everting on an official visit. 

Guided by Giscard himself, de 
Guiringaud has lately moved French 
policy away from specific support for 
a separate Palestinian state. French 
leaders now prefer the vaguer notion 
of "patrie" — ahomeland. Paris has 
also recently dropped its demand for 
Israeli withdrawal from "all the 
territories,” and now speaks of 
withdrawal from "the territories — 
except for mutually agreed minor 
border adjustments." 

Gazit has h adit wo lengthy official 
conversations with Giscard since 
presenting his credentials in 
December 1975. This is noteworthy 
because In Paris ambassadors are 
rarely received by the president for 
political talks. 

"Improvement" in the context of 
Franco-Israel ties waa a very 
relative and modest concept, Gazit 
noted. Israel coiild hardly hope to 
change, the fundamental economic 
reality, which was that France was 
running a 34b. annual deficit in Its 
overall trade with the Arab world — 
because of its heavy oil dependence. 
This was the cauae of France's 
hyper- sensitive attitude to the Arabs. 
Israel sought constantly to combat 
the attitude, but it could not alter the 
objective situation which had 
brought it about, he said. 

, On the bilateral front, Gazit said, 
relations had been steadily im- 
proving for several years now. 1977 
would set new records for French 
tourism to Israel, with El Al predic- 
ting a figure in excess of 150,000. 
Trade (both ways) topped 3800m., 
and the rate at which It could be in- 
creased depended chiefly on the zeal 
and efficiency of Israel's own in- 
dustries and services. 

The two areas, then, in which an 
"Improvement in relations" was im- 
mediately felt, and could be 
meaningfully measured, were what 
Gazit called "the protocol 
relationship" and France’s public 
declarations on the Middle East con- 
flict. 

As regards the first, Gazit reveal- 
ed that France’s Invitation to 
Premier Rabin to pay an official 
visit to Paris had been in the pipeline

IMF mission alarmed 
by inflation in Israel

The International Monetary Fund 
mission, which has completed a 
study visit to Israel, will submit a 
report to the IMF expressing alarm 
over the continuation of Inflation, the 
increase in private consumption and 
the decline in savings in the country. 
Hie report will point out that if 

government expenditures and the 



general wage level are not reduced, 
Israels economic situation will 
worsen. 

On the other , hand, the mission 
report will compliment Israel for its 
successful series of creeping 
devaluations and the restraining 
monetary measures taken by the 
Bank of Israel. 

However, the mission and the bank 
could not agree on the necessary 
economic measures to be taken this 
year. The IMF usually sets limits to 
monetary and fiscal expansion 
before it approves granting more 
money in the form of Special Draw- 
ing Rights. The hank and the 
Treasury told the mission that the 
necessary policy - will be adopted 
by the government elected in May. 

Therefore, it was agreed that the 
mission will return in the second half 
of 1977 for further discussions.

Award to dockers seen opening 
way to pay rises all round 


The port workers will get the 
wage Increase of up to five per 
cent proposed by the Histadrut 
— and unemployment, rather 
than prices, will Increase as a 
result, say Treasury officials. 

The special cabinet team set up to 
deal with the ports dispute decided 
yesterday . with only Mlnlster- 
without-Po rtf olio Gideon Hausner 
dissenting, that the dockers should 
go back to work Immediately and 
that the Ports Authority should 
simultaneously open negotiations 
with them on the basis of the 
Histadrut proposals. 

Hausner and Transport Minister 
Gad Ya'acobI wanted the increase to 
be granted only after the signing of 
an overall wage agreement In the 
whole industrial sector. 

Official reaction to the 
government’s solution to the pro- . 
blem was mixed. Some government 
officials saw It as a relative victory 
for the government and moderation. 
The dockers will be getting only a 
third of what they asked for. they 
noted, and there will be no pay for

the strike period. 

The dockers had demanded a flat ' 
increase of IL600 a month, but their 
acceptance of the Histadrut com- 
promise proposal means a max- 
imum rise of IL200 monthly. 

But other officials took a more 
critical line. The government has set 
the pace for higher pay in both 
private and Histadrut-owned in- 
dustry, neither of whom could now 
afford not to pay. So some enter- 
prises would either have to reduce 
profits, which they would be un- 
derstandably reluctant to do, if only 
because of the adverse effect on in- 
vestment such a step would have — 
■or they would have to lay off some of 
their work force. 

Treasury officials think this is the 
most likely outcome of the porta 
agreement. In their opinion, prices 
will not go up by more than two per 
cent — and probably even less. The 
real price will be an increase in un- 
employment . 

Manufacturers' Association head 


Avraham Shavit saw the ministerial 
decision as a continuation of toe 
government’s indecisiyenese. The 
association, he said, would not per- 
mit any changes in its existing wage 
contracts, most of which expire only 
in December. 

Shavit also called on what he 
described as "the responsible 
public" to “take matters into their 
own hands to prevent the destruction 
of the state, brought about by the in- 
competent handling of the 
economy.” 

The clothing workers’ union 
leadership announced that it would 
be sticking to its demand for a five 
per cent wage increase throughout 
the industry. Koor workers, on the 
other hand, responded to the appeal 
by Histadrut Trade Union Depart- 
ment head Uriel Abrahamowlcz to 
can off their strike set for tomorrow, 
by agreeing to postpone it to April 11. 
This, they say, is because the Koor 
management has expressed its 
willingness to go on negotiating with 
its employees over their demands 
for a wage Increase. 


Wage agreement certain to get 


dockers back to normal work

HAIFA. — The go-Blow strike in 
Haifa and Ashdod Ports will almost 
certainly end this morning, with the 
dockers likely to accept the 
Goverament-Hlstadrut compromise 
offer to up their wages by 6 per cent. 
In Eilat, work returned to normal at 
the port yesterday, following the 
cancellation of the back-to-work 
orders there. 

Last night the Ports Authority 
received Government permission to 
Inform the Histadrut of its agree- 
ment to the proposal and It was ex- 
pected that the dockers’ committees 
would order them to resume full 
work at 6.80 this morning, when the 
first shift starts. . 

The Citrus Marketing Board 
ordered the immediate resumption 
of fruit picking in the orchards. Hie 
Farmers Association (private sec- 
tor) hastened to declare that it would 
claim damages for the losses suf- 
fered^ 

Efforts to alter 
Mideast draft 

at UN Council

UNITED NATIONS. — Efforts to 
defuse an Egyptlan-Pakistanl draft 
statement were to be made at Securi- 
ty Council consultations here last 
night prior to the resumption of the 
Middle East debate today. 

Hie Americana were opposed to 
the statement v/bich indirectly calls 
for the presence of the pLo at 
Geneva peace talks and for the es- 
tablishment "in Palestine of an in- 
dependent national homeland" for 
the Palestinians. 

Hie U.S. was seeking to introduce 
a statement which would take note of 
the report of the Secretary General 
on the Middle East and call on him to 
continue his efforts for a resumption 
of the Geneva talks. 

Addressing the council yesterday, 
Israel Ambassador Chaim Herzog 
welcomed the recent statement by 
Soviet Leader Leonid Brezhnev 
which acknowledged that the -draf- 
ting of peace terms was primarily a 
matter "for the conflicting sides 
themselves." 


Yesterday, the dockers continued 
their slow work pace, and thousands 
of cases of citrus rotted in Haifa and 
Ashdod. 

Eilat dockers and management 
were in good spirits yesterday mor- 
ning as work returned to normal at 
the port. 

A spokesman for the workers com- 
mittee told The Poet that 
negotiations on finalizing the works 
agreement for 1978-77 were under 
way again. In contrast to Ashdod and 
Haifa, the Eilat workers had not yet 
signed a labour agreement before 
the outbreak of the strike that olosed 
the three ports. 

As of yesterday there were five 
ships in Eilat harbour. The dockers 
said they would be working overtime 
to clear the backlog before Pesiah. 

Early yesterday morning, the 
Haifa dockers were anxious to 
resume full work after they had 
heard the news that a provisional 
wage agreement had been reached 

Labour postpones 
meeting to avoid

Dayan said yesterday: ' ‘I am not a 
I party candidate to the Knesset," 
because Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin has refused to undertake to go 
to the country before ceding 
territory in Judea and Samaria. 

But Labour leaders, wanting to 
avoid a split, postponed this 
evening's meeting of the 819- 
member committee which was to 
have voted on the re-nomination of 
members — such as Dayan — who 
have served two terms in the 
Knesset. 

Although the party did not set a 
new date for the committee meeting, 
it is expected to be by the end of the 
week.. The deadline for presenting

During the day the tension was 
replaced by amazement that the 
Government had let another day slip 
by for no useful purpose, because t 
when it did give the authorization 
late in the afternoon, It was too late 
to save the second shift. 

It is now believed doubtful that the 
backlog of work in Haifa can be 
cleared before the Peas ah holiday. 

Yesterday, the men again handled 
only one third of their regular out- 
put, and only 90,000 cases of citrus 
were loaded. Other cargoes were 
also handled at a similar pace. Dur- 
ing the day two more freighters 
arrived, joining the 83 already in the 
port or waiting in the bay. 

Ashdod Port' spokesman Halm 
Shushan told The Poet that it would 
take a number of days for the port to 
get back to normal. 

The spokesman explained that 
because of work-to-rule sanctions by 
foremen prior to the general strike, 
there was a shortage of machines in 
working order. The go-slow strike 
had made things worse. Out of 160 
forklifts, half were In need of repair, 
and 20 of the 85 tractors in the port 
were being repaired.

Rabbi Regensberg, 
Talmud teacher, 
dies at 84 




Rabbi ribaim David Regensberg, 
one of the great Talmud teachers of 
the present time, died yesterday in 
Jerusalem at the age of 84. 

«He was born in Poland and studied 
at the yeshlvas of Rodin, Slobotka 
and Lomza. After World War I, he 
studMd'ut the University Gtesserr 
in Germany. ■* ; 

In 1922 he went to the-U.8-. where- 
he Joined the staff of the . Qilcago 
Hebrew Theological College', where 
he became bead of the rabbinical 
department. It is estimated that he 
trained and ordained more than a 
thousand rabbis. He was also the 
head of the rabbinical court and rab- 
binical council in Chicago. 

After nearly half a century of ser- 
vice in Chicago, he retired to 
Jerusalem, where he conducted 
twice-a-week lessons in Talmud at 
Hechal Shlorno. He also was a 
member of tbe staff of the Mldraaha 
Rabbinical Seminary at Abu Tor. 

The funeral will take place at 4 
p.m. today, from the Sanbedria 
Funeral Parlour to the Mount of 
Olives.

But Dayan told The Post: "There 
have been no attempts (to dissuade 
me from leaving) and nobody called 
me — not from the party nor from 
the prime minister’s office." 

It was not clear what action Dayan 
would take apart from refusing to be 
a Labour Knesset member. He refus- 
ed to say what he expected to do. 

Israel Television, however, quoted 
him as saying he saw no point in run- 
ning on a separate ticket nor did he 
expect to ask Ukud leader Menahem 
Begin for another meeting. It was 
not clear whether this was a definite 
rejection of both options. 

The appointments committee, 
which includes Rabin, Peres and 
Zarmi may meet today or tomorrow 
in an attempt to find a way to resolve 
the issue. 

Meanwhile, MK Mordechai Ben- 
Porat, who quit Labour recently, an- 
nounced last night that he may run 
on a "separate ticket, something like 
a new front which would oppose 
ceding territory in Judea and 
Samaria." 

Ben-Porat declined to give details 
but said that so far Dayan is not In- 
volved in the moves.

It is understood that in the next 
few days the two groups in the DMC 
that are already represented In the 
Histadrut — the Free Centre* and the 
Zionist Panthers — will withdraw 
from the Histadrut. 


Attorney jailed 
for ‘helping’ 
new immigrant

HAIFA. — The Labour Court here 
yesterday severely criticized the' 
Ports Authority for having abused 
the court by its handling of last 
week’s injunctions against the port 
workers committees. The court, un- 
der Presiding Judge Eliezer Canfi, 
said the authority had acted 
"frivolously and irresponsibly” by 
not even attempting to have the in- 
junctions enforced. 

fiimfi had summoned the parties to 
appear in court yesterday to report 
on developments in the dispute-. The 
workers committees, the H ista d rut 
pnri Haifa and Ashdod Labour Coun- 
cils did not appear at all. Tfie 
Authority's counsel, who was there, 
asked the court to cancel the injunc- 
tions as government bach-to-work 
orders have since been issued. 

"The Authority's handling of the 
situation is a riddle to us, and 
represents an abuse of the court," 
Ganfl said. "An important legal tool, 
designed to serve the public, has . 
thus been wasted." Be noted that the 
Authority had not requested the. in- 
junctions against all the port . 
workers, but only against their com- 
mittees, and the workers had 


therefore not violated it by refining ' 
to end the strike. Tbe Authority hadr 
convinced the court that the com-: 
mittees had called the strike, were in 
control of the workers, and were able - 
to make them, end it. * 

"But the Authority has not in- 
stituted contempt-of-court 
proceedings against the. committee 
members. Unless the plaintiff re- 
quires them, the court has ho 
authority to institute such , 
proceedings on its own. The Author!*, 
ty acted frivolously and irrespon- 
sibly, in requesting the court to grant 
an injunction when it had no inten- 
tion of applying it, " the judge said. . 

The judge told the plaintiffs that 
they were duty bound “not to 
manoeuvre the court into a position 
where respondents will not comply , 
with court orders. By . doing so they . 
endanger the prestige and authority 
of the courts, without which a civiliz- 
ed society cannot function.” . 

A lawyer told ThePost that if the 
Authority had instituted contempt- - 
of-court proceedings against the 
committees, the labour court would - 
then have been able to enforce the 
orders by levelling fines, .by the hour 
if necessary, until the committee 
members got the men back to work.

Sarah Hari gets suspended 
sentence, EL5.000 fine 


Jerusalem Poet Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — Sarah Hari, Asher 
Yadlin’s sister, received a six-month 
suspended sentence and was: fined 
ILa.OOO yesterday after pleading 
guilty to bribing Meir Ktmhe. ac- 
countant of Kupat Holim. 

Both the plea and the charge came 
as a surprise since Hari had original- 
ly pleaded innocent to a different 
charge, arranging a bribe for Kimhi. 

She could have been sentenced to 
seven years’ Imprisonment tor 
arranging a bribe. The punishment 
forgiving a bribe Is three and a half 
years. 

Tbe revised charge sheet was 
drawn up last Friday after Hari gave 
her version of bow she had come to 
bribe Kimhi to investigators. 

According to the revised charge 
sheet, Kimhi withheld Kupat Holim 
insurance premiums due the Yuval 
Insurance Company to extract a 
bribe from Hari. Yuval had obtained 
the Kupat Holim insurance policy 
with the help of Hari, partner In an 
Insurance agency, BifaiWm. 

Hart's attorney, Mordechai 
Shorer, explained to Judge 
Hadassah Ben-Ito that Sarah Hari 
had been pressured on one side by 
her partner, Yehoshua Ellas, and the 
general manager of Yuval, Ylgal 
Levan on, and on the other side by 
Kimhi, to pay him H3.000 oh May ff, 
1974. 

In sentencing Hari, Judge Ben-Ito 
said that she could not Ignore the 
fact that of all those involved in the 
affair, only Sarah Hari found herself 
is the dock, while tbe others had 


Sharer's argument that Hari had suf- 
fered because her affairs were link- 
ed with her brother’s. - 

It she were an anonymous woman, 
the judge pointed out, who had given 
a IL2.000 bribe, she would* not have 
undergone a fraction of the suffering 
she has consequently undergone. 

The judge further noted the bribe 
was given not for the purpose of 
violating the law but rather to obtain 
money due her and which had been 
held back by RimM to obtain a bribe. 

By the time the Judge had finished 
summing up the salient points of the 
case and was about to pronounce 
_ sentence, Hari was silently crying.- 
When she heard the sentence, her 
face lit up with a smile. ■ - • • . 

Outside the courtroom, Hari 
beamed and kissed friends and well- 
wishers. Approaching her attorney,, 
she said, "After Ben-Ito, you’re se- 
cond In for a kiss”.' 

Hari is still charged with asking 
the overseas manager of Solel- 
Boneh, Mordechai Elisoxt, to 
transfer $80,000 to her as a fictitious 
gift from Mexico. 

to return, Asher Yadlin, who head- 
ed Kupat Holim at the time, would 
have the sick fund hire a Solel Boneh 
subsidiary. 

Both Hari and Yadlin have agreed 
to give their explanation about this 
•charge. If the Attorney-General finds 
their explanations acceptable, the 
charge will be dropped.

It was thus wrong to claim, as 
some commentators had, that the 
Rabin visit was intended as some 
sort of "compensation" for the Abu 
Daoud episode. It was planned as a 
deliberate step to end the years of 
"diplomatic boycott," in which 
French leaders had exchanged visits 
with Arab heads of government, but 
not with Israeli premiers. 

France’s public declarations bad 
softened recently, Gazlt said, both on 
the borders issue and on the Palesti- 
nian question. 1976 had been a year 
of ups and downs — with the nadir, 
from Israel’s viewpoint, France’s 
unequivocal insistence on a Palesti- 
nian "state" at a Security Council 
debate last June. De Guiringaud was 
the then-permanent representative 
who thus defined Palestinian 
"rights.” 

But in the same month the presi- 
dent pointedly used the less- 
committal term ’’patrie" In a toast 
to visiting Syrian President Assad, 
and noted that "patrie" could have 
"various formulations.” 

In December, by now foreign 
minister, de Guiringaud, in a televi- 


sion interview again spoke of a 
"state" for the Pales tinlana. 
Vigorous Israeli protests followed, 
and the offending term has since 
been dropped. On a tour of Arab 
capitals in February, de Guiringaud 
carefully used the word ‘patrie” at 
every opportunity, and when asked 
about his earlier support for a 
"state," asserted that France could 
not "prejudge” the form a solution 
might take. 

Tbe envoy linked the French shift 
in part to a waning of enthusiasm 
detectable in some Arab capitals for 
the PLO. 


Another factor that may have in- 
fluenced France is' the current im- 
provement in relations between 
Paris and Washington. /’France's* 
previous positions on the Middle East 
conflict," noted Gazit, "were often 
diametrically opposed to America’s, 
particularly at the UN." 

"It remains to he seen,” said 
Gazit, "whether these improvements 
in nuances will have a practical 
reflection in French voting patterns 
in International forums, and in 
France’s approach to Middle 
Eastern issues within the European 
Community.”

Shlomo Cohen, 53, the attorney, JHyaiBJEIEraiERfglgJEreigiaiaiBiaiK 
was found guilty of conspiring with 
Meir Sasson, 51, a former allya ac- 
tivist who was fined UJS,ooo f to ob- 
tain a driving licence for a member 
of their community, Helen Zeituni, 
the new immigrant. Mias Zeituni told 
the TeJ Aviv District court she had 
fallen In love with a young man from 
Haifa and wanted to buy a Volvo car 
before her marriage. As she did not 
have a driving licence she feared ahe 
would face difficulties and asked 
Cohen and Sasson to help her. 

The attorney was paid 1X2,700 
which the court ruled was intended 
to be used as bribes to alter Miss 
Zeituni' s documents abroad. Cohen 
then went abroad to effect the 
changes in Miss ZettunTs documents 
which were also tampered with here. 

Judge Hadassah Ben-Ito said In han- 
ding down sentence: “To my great 
Borrow new .immigrants import 
fraudulent- practices from their 
countries of origin where they helped 
each other to cheat the authorities.”

The first two survivors were 
reached after some 45 minutes of 
digging. Several minutes later four 
more workers were extricated, two 
of whom were dead. Several minutes 
later the last two surviving victims 
were rescued. 

A search through the rubble was 
continued for several more hours to 
be sure there were no other sur- 
vivors.

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to save Gilo pastoral area from urbanization 


A last-minute attempt to save one of the 
loveliest and least known beauty spots In 
Jerusalem — the westernmost ridges and wadis 
of Gilo — has been made by the Nature Preserva- 
tion Society and other conservationist groups. 

In letters sent during the past week, they have 
called' upon Interior Minister Shlomo HlUel to 
return to the Jerusalem District Planning Com- 
mission for reconsideration tbe plan for stages 
four and five of the Gilo bousing development In 
southern Jerusalem. The plan calls for construc- 
tion of some 4,000 housing units and a sports cen- 
tre in the area. The commission approved the 
plan two months ago and Hlllel is expected to 
routinely give it final approval this week. 

The area in question is a 2,000-dunam tract 
with orchards, vineyards, extensive pine groves 
and ancient terracing. 

‘This area Is unique in Jerusalem,” said one of 
the objectors to the plan yesterday. “We have 
plenty of desert scenery and barren hill s but this

la the only place rich In vegetation. It's tranquil 
and it’s beautiful.” 

A visit to the site yesterday found It to be just 
that — a pastoral surrounding, lush' by 
Jerusalem standards, with a magnificent pan- 
orama of Jerusalem from Mount Scopus to 
Klryat Hayovel framed by pine trees. During the 
winter, the area Is rich with mushrooms. 

Objectors say It is doubtful If anyone on the 
District Planning Commission had visited the 
site before approving the plan. 

Conservationists had themselves failed to 
notice that the area was Included In the Gilo 
development plan which was officially deposited 
for public comment for two months and failed to 
elicit a single objection. It was only as the plan 
reached Hfllel’s desk for «nai approval that they 
awoke to its implications.

U.S.I Supreme Court refuses to 
review liability in Lod massacre 


WASHINGTON (UPI). — The 
Supreme Court yesterday refused to 
review a denial of Air France liabili- 
ty In connection with deaths and In- 
juries suffered by Puerto Rican 
tourists during the 1972 terrorist at- 
tack at Lod (now Ben-Gurlon) Air- 
port. 

Under the Warsaw Convention, In- 
ternational airlines are liable up to 
$75,000 per passenger for deaths or 
injuries suffered by passengers on 
board aircraft or when embarking or 
disembarking. 

The massacre of 23 persona at Lod 
Airport took place in the baggage 
area. Three Japanese from a 
Palestinian terrorist organization 
boarded a plane from Rome to- 


Israel, retrieved their luggage at 
Lod, produced sub- machine guns and 
band grenades and opened fire on 
the waiting passengers. Many were 
Puerto Rican tourists. 

In a suit by a Puerto Rican sur- 
vivor and relatives of two who died, 
the U.S. District Court in Puerto 
Rico and the 1st U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals in Boston ruled in favour of 
Air France, which claimed the cir- 
cumstances did not come wi thin 
terms of the convention. 

The Circuit Court said when the 
convention was agreed upon, the 
language was understood to mean 
"essentially the physical activity of 
entering or exiting from an air- 
-craft.”

Olim tell of stepped-up 
anti-Semitism in Russia 


Jerusalem Rost Staff 
BEN-GURION AIRPORT. — A 
group of 130 immigrants from the 
Soviet Union arrived here early 
yesterday morning with stories of in- 
creased anti-Semitism and violence 
against Russian Jews. 

A mechanic from Minsk said anti- 
Semitic outbursts have grown more 
frequent and acute in his city. “You 
stand in line and somebody shouts, 
‘Zhid (Jew) don't push"* he said. 
Soviet children are leas restrained 
than their elders, he said, telling how 
the daughter of a friend was beaten 
up in school because she was Jewish. 

. A number of incidents of violence 
against Jews have been reported In 
Kiev since the Kremlin's un- 
precedented anti -Jewish drive 
began. 

The latest known case involves 
ally a activists Lev Alb er and bis wile 
Xna Mterubin. Last Friday a group of 
young thugs accosted them In a Kiev 
street near Mi znibin’s place of 
employment, attacked her and while 
beating her up threatened that 
should she “continue her anti-Soviet 
activity" she will “again receive 
similar treatment." 

The Albers are among a group of 
nine Kiev Jews who launched a 
hunger strike on Sunday to protest 
the authorities’ refusal to allow them 
to immigrate to Israel. They said 
their fast was planned to coincide 
with the visit to the USSR of U.S. 
Sectary of State Cyrus Vance. The 
strikers are demanding written ex- 
planations from, the Soviet emigra- 
tion authorities detailing the reasons

Death toll nears 600 
in head-on jet 
crash in Canary Is. 


SANTA CRUZ DE TENERIFE, 
Canary Islands. — The death toll ( 
from Sunday's double-Jumbo colli- 
sion at Santa Cruz' Rodeos Airport 
: rose to 999 yesterday as In- 
vestigators began probing the cause 
i of the disaster, the worst In aviation 
history. 

Almost 24 hours after the Pan 
American and Royal Dutch KLM 
Jumbo jets collided head-on in heavy 
fog, rescue teams sifting the charred 
wreckage announced they had com- 
pleted their work. Police said 95 per 
cent of the bodies were unidentified, 
burnt beyond recognition after the 
two planes burst into flames. 

Manuel de Prado, president of the 
Spanish national airline Iberia, told 
a news conference here only 46 of the 
645 passengers and crew had sur- 
vived the fiery collision, which oc- 
curred as the planes prepared to 
take off from this Atlantic Island. 

In Amsterdam, a ‘KLM official 
said part of the taxiway at Tenerife 
Airport is regarded as “unfit" for 
the Boeing' 747 Jumbo jet. 

The taxi way runs parallel to th.e.3,- 
400 metre runway and is used by air- 
craft moving to the assembly point 
at which they start their take-off run. 

At one point on the taxiway, the of- 
ficial said, a Jumbo jet must cross 
onto .the runway to pass the un- 
suitable strip of taxiway. The length 
of the unsuitable strip of taxiway 
wak not known In Amsterdam.

In a related development, the 
leader of a Canary Island in- 
dependence. movement assumed 
responsibility on Sunday for a bomb 
explosion at the Las Palmas airport 
that led indirectly to the air disaster.. 

Because of the bombing, the Pan 
Am and Dutch planes were diverted 
to nearby Santa Cruz where they 
collided. 

In a telephone interview with the 
Associated Press, the independence 
leader, Antonio Cubillo, blamed 
Spanish authorities for the tragedy. 
He said his movement warned that a 
bomb had been planted at the airport 
“and It exploded 15 minutes later, 
causing great damage. 

“The Spaniards did not want the 
damage seen so they diverted the 
aircraft," he said. Cubillo, living in 
exile In Algiers, said the Santa Cruz 
accident occurred some four hours 
after the bomb blast. 

Recalling a 1972 crash at the Santa 
Cruz airport in which 155 persons 
died, -be said that the airfield was 
“almost always In fog and should 
have been closed to traffic a long 
time ago." (AF, Reuter) 


Thai coup leaders face 
possible death sentence 


BANGKOK (AP).— A Thai govern- 
ment spokesman said yesterday that 
five military officers who attempted 
an armed coup over the weekend 
would be charged with rebellion, 
premeditated murder and creating 
disorder in the country, and could 
face execution under a martial law 
decree. 

Others suspected of Involvement 
with the ring-leaders would he in- 
vestigated, the spokesman far the 
government's public relations 
department said. 

The five — headed by former depu- 
ty Army Commander Gen. Chalard 
Hiranyasiri — were being held In 
downtown Bangkok, but officials 
refused to disclose the exact loca- 
tion. 

Chalard emerged from the 
Buddhist Monkhood on Saturday and 
allegedly led some 300 army soldiers 
into Bangkok where they seised key 
government, buildings and declared 
victory for their cause. The would-be 
coup-makers crumbled quickly un- 
der government pressure and were 
initially to be deported from 
Thailand to Taiwan. 

Taiwan refused to take them and 


officials here claimed all other Asian 
countries approached by Bangkok 
likewise turned down the request. 

The government didn't say which 
countries were asked. 

The spokesman said that under 
martial law — which was Imposed in 
Thailand last October following a 
military coup — .rebellion carried a 
death penalty. ..The murder charge 
.arose out of the killing of Gen. Aroon 
Tavatasln, commander of the First 
Army division, who resisted the 
rebels. 

The government says It knows who 
his killer or killers were but has 
refused further comment. 

A trial Is to take place as soon as 
possible following a joint police- 
military investigation, sources said. 

Spain and Mexico 
resume ties 

PARIS (UPI). — Spain and Mexico 
agreed yesterday to resume full 
diplomatic relations immediately. 

Relations were broken 33 years 
ago following the victory of the Blan- 
co forces in the Spanish Civil War. 


Resistance group 
in Uganda 
asks halt in 
Soviet aid 

^ NAIROBI (AP). — A newresBtanoe 
; group opposed fo Ugandan President 
Mi Amin called on Moscow y ester- 
day to help topple Amin's regime by 
halting all military aid to it 
The Uganda Democratic Alliance 
said in a statement that reached 
here from Kampala, Uganda's 
capital, that Soviet aid is keeping 
Amin in power. 

It is the second, resistance, 
organization in Uganda to announce 
itself in the last few days. The 
clandestine Uganda People's' 
Passive Resistance Front said on 
Saturday it plans to poison Uganda's' 
coffee and tea exports In a bid to cut 
off the East. African country's main 
source of foreign currency.. ■ 

The alliance appealed to Soviet 
Communist Party Secretary- 
General Leonid Brezhnev to help it 
“at a time of great trial in our 
beautiful country." 

The group accused Amin, a 
Moslem, of waging genocide against 
the Christian Acholi and Lang! tribes 
and said: ‘The economy is becom- 
ing more .and more militarized.” '' 


Final Rumanian 
quake toll 
exceeds 1,500 

BUCHAREST (UPI). — Rumania 
announced yesterday that 1,570 per- 
sons were killed when the March 4 
earthquake devastated the capital 
and nine counties. 

. Another 12,300 persons were In- 
jured. 854 of whom are still In 
hospitals. 

The new casualty toll was the first 
since March 15, and may be the final 
count. 

About 35,000 families were left 
homeless and 32,900 dwellings 
collapsed or were severely damag- 
ed. 

Rumania's industry suffered 
about $833tn. damage and officials 
said total material damage was 
greater, according to the official 
news agency, Agerpres. 



Terrorist business is doing well, British writers claim 


LONDON (UPI) . — ' ‘International 
terroris m pays and has become big 
business." claim two British authors 
in a book published yesterday. 

Christopher Dobson and Ronald 
Payne, in their book called “The 
Carlos Complex," cited an estimate 
that terrorist revenue amounted to 
more than $200m. in 1974. 

Much came from Libya, the Soviet 
Union and "rich Arabs," who "con- 
tribute as naturally" to Palestinian 
terrorist groups as Irish Bostonians 
contribute to the Irish Republican 
Army. Dobson and Payne. said “huge 
sums are also raised by-threat and 
blackmail, money paid hy^e stern 
governments to get their airliners 


back, and as protection money. 

“With such sums at their disposal, 
terrorists have begun to act like mul- 
tinational companies and make 
legitimate investments through 
world stock exchanges," they wrote. 
Given such financial backing, “it is 
highly unlikely the terrorism of the 
Carlos complex will Mis appear, 
whatever political settlements are 
made in the Middle East," they said.

Korda free hostages

High Court to hear 
Nixon appeal on tapes 

WASHINGTON (API. — The U.S. 
Supreme Court yesterday agreed to 
hear former President Nixon’s 
arguments against release of 30 
White House tape recordings played 
during the Watergate cover-up trial 
of his top advisers. 

Nixon's appeal asked the court to 
reverse a decision by the U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals in Washington that 
the tapes "are no longer confiden- 
tial" and that copies may be releas- 
ed to the public. 

Record trade deficit 
in U.S. in February 

WASHINGTON (AP). — America's 
appetite for imported oil helped 
create a record trade deficit in 
February, the U.S. government 
reported yesterday. 

The Commerce Department said 
imports were $1.866b. larger than ex- 
ports in February after adjustment 
for seasonal variations. The 
previous record deficit was $l.6Tb. in 
January. America's trade balance 
has not run a urplus since May, when 
it was 8386m. 

Saudi prince appears at 
show with Mrs. Carter 

ALBANY, GEORGIA. (UPI) — A 
Saudi Arabian prince and his wife 
appeared unexpectedly with Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter’s mother on Sun- 
day at an air show featuring the U.S.

Saud, nephew of the King of Saudi 
Arabia, is a lieutenant-colonel In the 
Saudi Arabian army and is currently 
taking leadership courses at Ft. Be li- 
ning while his wife attends college in 
Cblumbus, Georgia. The two walked 
in with Mrs. Carter, and were 
welcomed with a salute by a pair of 
Thunderbird planes.

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Can Vance make headway with Salt?

BRUSSELS (OFNS). — What are the chances of 
a new strategic arms control treaty between the 
U.S. and the Soviet Union? This is the main item 
on the agenda of U.S. Secretary of State Gyrus 
Vance’s talks in Moscow this week. 

The need for a new initiative Is Clear: the 
Strategic Arms Limitation Talks (Salt), which 
followed on from the Vladivostok accord on 
strategic weapons limitation, have run Into * 
severe difficulties and are unlikely to yield in 
their present form the hoped for results. 

In any case the Vladivostok agreement, 
though much lauded at the time. only 
represented a starting point for a mutual scaling 
down of intercontinental weapons. It was not an 
end in itself — having "holes" In It which, for ex- 
ample, limit the number of multiple warhead 
missiles but not the number of warheads each 
may carry. 

Both the superpowers have reached a state of 
what is technically known as mutually assured 
destruction (MAD) . The Soviets have a greater 
tonnage of nuclear weapons to throw, but the 
U.S. has a distinct advantage in the targeting ac- 
curacy of its ballistic missiles and has perfected 
the so-called MIRV technique which allows 
many warheads to be packed Into one missile. 

That, in broad terms, is the present state of the 
balance of terror and it appears that the Carter 
Administration finds it a suitable moment to test 
Moscow with new arms control proposals. 

One of the most disturbing factors in the com- 
plex equation of arms control and verification Is 
the Soviet's SS-16 missile. 


Like Its sister missile, the SS-20, it can be 
launched from a transporter vehicle or 
transporter truck giving it a mobility that is ex-, 
tremely difficult to detect — or knock out in war. 
Unlike Its Western equivalents It does not need 
the conventional silo tor launching. * 

What particularly worried Nato strategists is 
the knowledge that the Russians can add an ex- 
tra stage to the basic two-stage design of the SS- 
20, thus converting it at a moment's notice into 
an Intercontinental ballistic missile. The defini- 
tion of ICBM, which is the main preoccupation of 
the Salt talks, is a range of over 6,300 km. 

Because of this booster possibility, sources 
here feel the SS-20 should also be included in the 
Salt talks. If not, the SS-20'a deployment will be 
regarded as a major "destabilizing" factor in 
East-West defence arrangements and the 
weapon could threaten any prospect of a 
successful outcome to Salt. 

For their part, the Russians are expected to in- 
sist that the SS-20 Is a reply to the U-S. cruise 
missile which follows the contours of the ground 
It passes and. so far, is almost impossible to stop 
once it has been launched and targeted. 

Western surveillance satellites. It is claimed, 
are capable of keeping a close -watch on such 
missiles as the SS-20 and SS-16 even though they 
can be moved quickly and disguised easily. 

The U.S. has already suggested — in the Salt 
One talks — that such mobile launching Intercon- 
tinental weapons should be banned, but the 
Soviet Union has declined even to discuss this 
proposal.

tending to add a MIRV capacity to this missile, 
thus making it a much more formidable weapon 
to counteract or negotiate away. 

Indeed, the problem seems almost Insuperable 
because Moscow will want to retain this capacity 
to surprise, to have a weapon whose very 
presence means uncertainty. Meanwhile, the 
West has the cruise missile whose technology Is 
vastly superior to Soviet equivalents. 

The U.S. cruise can be launched from a B-» 
bomber or even a Boeing 747. Its presence In an 
aircraft before the launch Is imposs ible to 
detect. The system has an element of surprise 
which is just as effective as the principle of the 
SS-20. The cruise missile Is also outside the defin- 
ed scope of the Salt talks. - 

It is against this background that President 
Carter, encouraged and supported by other Nato 
members, tries for a new round of Salt with the 
Soviet Union and it is precisely because of these 
issues that Nato is only formally opti mis t i c that 
the superpowers will be able to strike a de al . 


Fukuda hints Carter should 


do more and say less

WASHINGTON — Japanese Prime 
Minister Takeo Fukuda advised 
President Carter on Sunday that 
achieving the protection of human 
rights throughout the world — and 
not just criticizing the suppression of 
them — should be the goal of any 
diplomatic effort to promote basic 
freedoms. 

Fukuda made the statement on the 
television programme, "Issues and 
Answers", which was taped while 
the Japanese Premier was in 
Washington last week and televised 
on Sunday. 

It was the first time Fukuda had 
offered even an Indirect criticism of 
Carter’s policy of speaking out 
against the suppression of human 
rights. 

Fukuda also disclosed that Carter 
apparently was considering bolster- 
ing American air forces stationed in 
South Korea as American ground 


troops there are withdrawn over a 
four or five-year period. 

Fukuda said he was In complete, 
agreement with Carter's thinking 
that human rights and freedom 
should be promoted throughout the 
world. Without saying it specifically, 
Fukuda indicated that criticism of 
suppression of human rights itself 
should not be the ultimate goal of 
such attempts. "The important thing 
is to achieve desirable results 
toward the goal (of protecting 
human rights throughout the world) . 
If. by raising one's voice, un- 
desirable influences are created and 
lead to blunders, I think that would 
be a mistake," he said. 

"In some cases, it may be ap- 
propriate to raise one’s voice. In 
others, it may be more appropriate 
to do it quietly, In secret. The method 
should be decided on a case-by-case 
basis, depending upon wbat country 
you are dealing with." Fukuda add- 
ed. 


As for Japan. Fukuda said he 
would make no comments about sup- 
pression of human rights in either 
neighbouring South Korea or in the 
Soviet Union "because of delicate 
diplomatic considerations." 

Asked If Carter had given him 
assurances that new measures, such 
as Introducing more air power, 
might be taken to strengthen South 
Korea militarily as U.S. ground 
troops are withdrawn, the Premier 
responded: “That's what I think 
Carter has in mind," 

Fukuda, however, said he had not 
discussed with Carter any "military 
technicalities", such as specific 
detail, on how much the U.S. would 
reinforce its air power in South 
Korea. 

Fukuda's statement was the third 
reference emanating from sources 
in Japan suggesting that U.S. air 
forces in Korea might be strengthen- 
ed as a counter measure to the 
ground withdrawal. 


The Russians are coming — to GI training 


WASHINGTON (AP). — Some time 
within the next yeaj. some 
Americans may he startled to see 
Russian tanks rolling across the U.S. 
countryside. 

The tanks will be accompanied by 
soldiers wearing Russian -style un- 
iforms, carrying Soviet AK47 assault 
rifles and riding in Russian ar- 
moured personnel carriers. 

But It won't really be a Russian in- 
vasion. It will be part of a training 
exercise Involving the U.S.. not the 
Soviet, army. 

The "Russians" will be part of one 
of 'the XL St army’s special new units, 
organized to provide more realistic 
training for fighting what the 
military likes to call "the potential 
adversary” — the Soviet army. 

While the soldiers will be mock 
Russians, their equipment will be 
the real thing, relies of the Yoxn Kip- 
pur War. 

The Israel government has given 
the U.S. some of the T62 tanks, per- 


sonnel carriers, artillery, and 
thousands of smaller arms captured 
by Israel's forces in the Sinai and 
Golan Heights battles more than 
three years ago. 

The U.S. army got this equipment 
cost-free, officials said. But some of 
it was so battered that it had to be 
repaired by a U.S. army technical in- 
telligence unit at Fort Meade, 
Maryland. 

American army specialists, study- 
ing pictures arid .other intelligence 
materials, have been able to make 
spare parts to keep the Soviet gear In 
working order! ' 

The new training approach was 
devised, the army Mid, because the 
old system of using* simulated 
"aggressor forces" with American 
uniforms and arms "didn’t provide 
the realism essential to prepare 
commanders, non-commissioned of- 


ficers and soldiers for the next war." 

As part of the new "opposing force 
concept," the individual U.S. soldier 
will be taught in classrooms and 
demonstrations about his Soviet 
counterpart — his characteristics, 
his probable tactics, how he would 
use his weapons. 

U.S. army units from squad size on 
up will learn what to expect from op- 
posing Soviet units of the same size 
and general type; 

"This programme gives thje 
'soldier a working ^knowledge of our 
adversary’s vulnerabilities, and 
trains soldiers and leaders to exploit 
those weaknesses, to beat them even 
when outnumbered and outgunned," 
the army said. 

The concept has been tested in 
pilot form at Fort Hood, Texas, and 
will be used throughout the army by 
late 1978. 


4 get life In 
Congo killing; 
army purged 

BRAZZAVILLE. •— A Congolese 
military court yesterday sentenced 
four persons. Including an ex-Prime 
Minister, to life imprisonment, and 
began a purge of the army In the 
wake of the assassination of Presi- 
dent Maiden Ngouabi, officials an- 
nounced. 

The military government renewed 
warnings against any attempt by 
"agitators to profit by the present 
situation to create hatred and divi- 
sion and promote disorders." 

Brazzaville was calm yesterday 
and a dusk-to-dawn curfew was still 
in force. 

Officials said life sentences were 
meted out to ex-Prime Minister 
Pascal Lissouba, Claude Ernest 
Ndalla, farmer First Secretary of 
the Congolese Workers’ Party. An- 
toine Mayltoukou and Rubin 
Mongala for complicity in the 
machinegunning of President 
Ngouabi. 

Former Premier Lissouba ad- 
mitted at the trial, broadcast by 
radio, that he had met former Presi- 
dent Alphonse Maaaamb a-De bat in 
■his native village of Boko last year 
“with the aim of speaking to Um 
about the disastrous situation the 
country was experiencing." 

Lissouba was Prime Minister dur- 
ing the presidency of Massamba- 
Debat who was executed by a firing 
squad last Friday for his alleged 
part In the assassination of Presi- 
dent Ngouabi on March 18. 

Following the execution of 
Massamba-Debat, six additional 
persons, fell before the firing squad 
and! several army officers were exil- 
ed tp the hinterland or placed under 
tmtse arrest. (UPI/AP)

U.S. party for 
envoys who dealt 
with Hanafis 

WASHINGTON (AP). — The three 
ambassadors who negotiated the 
release of 134 hostages held here by 
Hanafi Moslem terrorists were 
toasted with champagne and 
presented with porcelain “peace” 
roses. 

But none of the 300 or so people at 
the private party on Sunday night 
had been a hostage during the 
terrorist siege. None of them was in- 
vited. 

AmbasMdors Ardeshir Zahedi of 
Iran, Sahabzada Y&qub-Khan of 
Pakistan and Egypt's Ashraf Ghor- 
bal acknowledged the cheers of the . 
guests while Mayor Walter 
Washington called them “men of 
honour, three beautiful human 
beings." 

The envoys helped win the sur- 
render of a- dozen Hanafi terrorists 
by quoting from the Koran and 
reciting poems for more than three 
hours, thus ending a 38-hour siege 
that nearly paralysed the city and 
resulted in one death before it ended 
on March 11. 

The hosts of the party were 
Patrick J. Daly, a protocol office 
staff assistant, and Mr. and Mrs. 
Benjamin Berke. • t 

Daly said the party was not an of- 
ficial State Department affair. “And 
it's not a tribute to an unhappy 
situation," he said, countering 
criticism voiced by some that it was 
not really appropriate to com- 
memorate such a dreadful event. 
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IRA gunmen kill 
mother while 
attacking son 

BELFAST (AP) . — Irish Republican 
Army terrorists yesterday shot and 
wounded a Protestant truck driver 
near his borne, then raked his house 
with automatic weapons fire, killing 
the man’s 63-year-old mother, police 
reported. 

Police said at least four gunmen 
shot James McMullen as he drove to 
' work in a truck. The gunmen then 
fired long hursts at the man’s home 
with Armalite rifles, killing 
McMullen's mother, Hester. 

"Every window in the house was 
smashed in the shooting and the 
walls were pocked with bullet 
holes," a police -spokesman said. 

Police blamed the IRA’s militant 
"provisional" wing and theorized 
the gunmen were after another of 
Hester McMullen's sons, Joe, who is 
a police reservist. . 

The killing raised the known death 
toll in seven years of sectarian 
violence to at least 1,724. Mrs. 
McMullen was the 37th fatality this 
year.

Resolutions of the 13th Palestine National Council 


The 



THERE HAS never been a session of 
the Palestine National Council. 
(PNC) whose resolutions were so 
eagerly awaited In many circles as 
the one which convened Ixr Cairo 
from March 12 to 20 , 1977. The 
resolutions concluded by this OounciV 
were the result of a bargaining and 
compromise process on the part of 
the various Palestinian groups, 
nevertheless, as has always been the 
case at the previous PNCS, the 
mainstream of the PLO prevailed. 
The opposition represented by the 
Refection Front gained a few 
marginal concessions to its demands 
from the majority which conceded in 
order to preserve unity. 

Significantly, in the final vote, only 
a tiny faction voted against the 
resolutions, whereas Reactionist 
Fedayeen groups like the “Arab 
Liberation Front" and the “PFLP- 
General Command" joined the new 
PLO Executive Committee com- 
posed by the 13th PNC to implement 
its resolutions. 

The majority of the Rejection 
Front yielded on two fundamental 
issues: the establishment of the West 
Bank Palestinian State and the par- 
ticipation of the FLO in international 
conferences dealing with the Arab- 
- Israel conflict. It had previously re- 
jected both vehemently. Its accep- 
tance of such steps is conditional on 
their not entailing a recognition of 
Israel or peace, so that the road to 
irrendentlsm will stay wide open. 
Such conditions raised no difficulty 
as they represent the view of the 
mainstream as well. 

The Rejection Front criticized the 
PLO establishment far its sub- 
misriveness to the Syrians In the 
Lebanese war and Its readiness to 
negotiate with Jordan. Under such 
criticism the majority gave way and 
waived an article calling for 
negotiations with Jordan. In return, 
the traditional «ll for the overturn 
of the Hashemite regime, which has 
been repeated in PNC resolutions of 
recent years was dropped. 

The resolutions express the views 
of the mainstream which is -mis- 
takenly referred to as moderate. The 
extremity of the resolutions 
demonstrates the Inherent dif- 
ficulties of moderating the PLO posi- 
tion even tactically, despite Arab 
governments' pleas and persistent 
pressures. This resilience stems 
from the absolutism and totaliam 
which characterize the PLO position 
of laying claim to Palestine in its en- 
tirety. Hence, moderating its posi- 
tion implies relinquishment of the 
PLO's central idea or the core value 
of its ideology. The cohesivenera of 
this Ideology as one integral system 
renders a partial. Incremental or 
gradual change almost impossible. 
The PLO cannot be transformed to 
become the FPLO — “Part of 
Palestine Liberation Organization." 

Had the extremists won in this 
Council, one could entertain a hope 
that in the next hound the 
"moderates" may have their way 
and change the resolutions. But as it 
e* Moderates who* adopted' the 
extreme resolutions, any hope for 
mcfderSMng the 'FLO' position ts 
diminished. 

There Is nothing significantly new 
In the resolutions. The thinking of the 
PLO has long ago crystallized and 
congealed. Their claim to par- 
ticipate in conferences dealing with 
the Arab-Israel conflict may appear 
new. However, the conditions at- 
tached to this participation, namely, 
that it would not be based on Resolu- 
tion 242 and that no peace and 
recognition would be the outcome of 
such a conference, are a contradic- 
tion In terms — a settlement without 
a settlement. The expectation of the 
PLO position and of some Arab 
quarters that Israel withdraw while 
leaving all doors open to the Arabs to 
pursue their multiform struggle 
against it, la Indeed the height of 
-political perversity. 

The text of the resolution (a revis- 
ed UFI English version) with an- 
notations follows: 


PREAMBLE 

On the basis of the Palestinian 
National Charter and the resolutions, 
adopted by previous National Coun- 
cil Sessions, motivated by a keen 
desire to preserve the political gains 
achieved by the PLO on Arab andTn- 
temational levels during the period 
that followed the 12th session of the 
PNC, after having studied and dis- 
cussed the latest development of the 
Palestine problem, and reaffirming 
tbe necessity to strengthen the 
forward march of the Palestinian 
national straggle In Arab and Inter- 
national forums, the Palestine 
National Connoll affirms the 

following: 



Had the Covenant or Charter been 
an onerous burden of which the PLO 
wished to rid itself, the PNC could 
have refrained from referring to It, 
for consigning a revered Ideological 
document to oblivion can serve as a 
means of de facto abrogating It. 
Here, on the contrary l the PNC 
categorically declares its allegiance 
to the Covenant and to the 
resolutions of the previous PNCs, as 
a source for Its own resolutions. Thus 
the authority of the Covenant Is 
reconfirmed as are the Ten Points of 
the last PNC (the 12 th 
Reverential references to the 
Covenant are not mandatory in PNC 
resolutions. They did not occur at all 
in Shukelri's days. After him, the 
PLO became a coalition of fedayeen 
organizations disputing and com- 
peting amongst themselves.

ment. The reference to the Covenant 
in the preamble is doubly important 
as a deliberate rebuttal of the 
prognostications from various 
sources that it would be changed tad 
of demands addressed to the Council 
to amend It. 

The frequency of references to the 
Covenant by Palestinian spokesmen 
has greatly increased In recent 
months which also bears evidence to 
the vitality of this document. 

The Covenant and the previous 
PNC resolutions are presented as an 
Integral unit and as the source of in- 
spiration for the present Council. 
Hbwever,- there is a difference 
between them. A new resolution 
promulgated by a majority vote of a 
PNC can replace an old resolution, 
whereas an amendment of the Cove- 
nant, which has been elevated to the 
status of a constitution, has to he 
voted by a two-thirds majority in a 
council especially convened for this 
purpose. 


ARTICLE 1. The PNC affirms that 
the Palestine problem ts the essence 
of the Arab- Zionist conflict and that 
UN Security Council Resolution 242 
Ignores the 'Palestinian People and 
its Inalienable rights. Consequently, 
the Council reaffirms Its rejection of 
this resolution and its refusal to 
negotiate on its basis, on Arab and 
international levels. 

The 4th PNC (July 1968) rejected 
Resolution 242 for a host of reasons, 
first and foremost because of Its 
stipulation of recognition and a 
settlement of tbe conflict Including 
secure and recognized borders. The 
12th PNC covered up these reasons, 
which are the genuine ones, making 
It seem as if the only flaw in the 242 
Resolution was its failure to mention 
the Palestinian people. (Its demand 
for "a just solution for the refugee 
problem" can, as Arabs have rightly 
noted, apply also to the Jews who 
found refuge in Israel from the Arab 
countries.) 

Here another fault In. the 242 
Resolution is brandished, namely its 
Ignoring the inalienable rights of the 
Palestinian people which. In the PLO 
.conception, imply its right to the en- 
tire territory of Palestine, based on 
an axiomatic truth, as it were, that 
Palestine belongs io the Palestinians 
by definition. Thus such "an in- 
alienable right” Is an Indirect, 
euphemistic expression for the li- 
quidation of Israel. Bence Resolu- 
tion 242 Is rejected as it Is incompati- 
ble with the demand for the demise 
of Israel. Article 1 in the resolution 
follows a similar article In the 12 th 
PNC's resolution, except for the 
omission of an explicit mention of a 
rejection Qf-the Geneva, conference. 

The conflict la referred to as 
"Arab-Zionist", rather than as Arab- 
Israeli, its usual name. Such an 
appellation falls within a tendency in 
FLO parlance to shun the mention of 
"laraehs", calling them Jews, as 
any acknowledgement that Israelis 
exist implies that they have some 
collective quality besides their 
religion and that they are, thus, at 
least a nation lh the making, con- 
tradicting the' PLO basic conception 
that the Jews constitute a religion 
only. 

In Arab political literature, the 
hatred of Zionism is much greater 
than that of Israel as a state. The 
depravity of Israel flows from its be- 
fog, first and foremost, the creation 
of Zionism. Zionism is defined as 
Jewish- nationalism, which is ad 
aberration, as the Jews are not a na- 
tion. Thus describing tbe conflict as 
between a normal group — the Arabs 
— and a depraved movement such as 
Zionism which has been inter- 
nationally condemned, predisposes 
the judgment In favour of tbe Arabs. 


ARTICLE '2. The Council affirms tbe 
PLO’s determination to continue tbe 
armed straggle and other accom- 
panying forms of political and mass 
straggle to achieve the Inalienable 
national rights of tbe Palestinian 
People. 

The PLO's resolutions have 
repeatedly stipulated that the armed 
struggle is the main form of struggle 
and that other forms are secondary 
and ancillary. The “mass struggle", 
which is added here, refers to 
protests and civil disobedience in the 
occupied territories. The importance 
of such activities has recently been 
given greater prominence in the 
PLO arsenal as other venues of ac- 
tion from Jordan, Syria and Lebanon 
have been closed to them. The im- 
portance of this issue is reflected in 
the fact that another article is 
alloted to ie. 


ARTICLE 3* The PNC affirms that 
the straggle In the occupied territory 
In all Us military, political aod mass 
forms, constitutes 'the central 'link 

In Its programme of struggle. Uu tills 
basis, tbe PLO is exerting Itself to es- 
calate the armed struggle In tbe oc- 
cupied territory, to intensify all 
other forms of straggle and to extend 
aU forms of material and moral sup- 
port to the masses of oar people in 
the occupied territory so that they 
can escalate the struggle and in- 
crease their resolve to persevere, 
defeat and liquidate the occupation. 

The passing of the onus of struggle 
to the population of the occupied 
territories calls for expression of 
support and sympathy towards it. 
Tbe "occupied territory" can refer 
also to Israel within the green line os 
was its common appellation in Arab 
political -rhetoric. 


ARTICLE 4. The. PNC affirms fee 
PLO's position in rejecting all forms 
of American capitulationist 
settlements and all plans for liquida- 
tion (of the Palestinian cause), tt 
also affirms fee PLO's determina- 
tion to resist and thwart any settle- 
ment achieved at fee expense of fee 
inalienable national rights of the 
Palestinian people, tt calls on the 
Arab nation to fulfil Its national 
responsibility and mobilize all its 
resources to confront the Imperialist 
and Zionist designs- 
"Liquidation plans" refer to plans 
for the settlement of the conflict 
through compromise, without full 
realization of the .PLO demands for 
the whole of Palestine. Any com- 
promise Is condemned as 
"surrender”, thus stigmatizing it 


both intellectually and emotionally. 
The "liquidation of the Palestinian 
problem" and the '(liquidation of 
Israel" are juxtaposed' as' mutually - 
exclusive and exhaustive alter- 
natives. Insuring the existence' of 
Israel in any size is tantamount to 
the liquidation of the Palestinian 
problem. Such statements of position 
depict Fib absolutism which does 
not recognize partial satisfaction of 
its claims.

ARTICLE 5, The PNC affirms fee ' 
Importance and necessity of national 
unity, both military and political, 
among all fighting units of fee 
Palestinian revolution within the 
framework el the FLO because this 
is a fundamental condition for vic- 
tory. Therefore, it is our duty to 
strengthen national unity at all 
levels on the basis of commitment to 
those resolutions and programmes 
to Implement them. 

This is an organizational article 
calling far unity- Similar articles 
have been common in PLO 
resolutions. The weakening of 
various organizations may facilitate 
steps towards unification, at least 
their- corning closer together, as the 
spectrum of views which separated 
them has recently narrowed. 


ARTICLE 6. The PNC affirms Its 
determination to maintitfa the right 
of fee Palestinian revolution to be 
present on sister Lebanon soil wtibln 
the framework of the Cairo Agree- 
ment and its protocols, concluded 
between fee PLO and the Lebanese 
authorities, tt also affirms its In- 
sistence on the Implementation of 
these agreements in letter and spirit, 
including preservation of the posi- 
tion of the revolution In Lebanon and 
tins maintenance of the security of 
the camps. 

The Council rejects any unilateral 
I nte rpretation of this agreement and 
its protocols, while expressing Its 
keen desire for the maintenance of 
Lebanon's sovereig n ty and security. 

The 1 ‘Palestine Revolution" is an 
honourific term for the Palestinian 
struggle against Israel. The right to 
continue the Incursions into Israel 
and the right to operate in Lebanon 
shonld be preserved, against 
developments within Lebanon, in- 
cluding the Syrian takeover which 
may further restrict PLO freedom of 
action. This article embodies two 
contradictory elements: Lebanese 
sovereignty and Palestinian 
freedom of action. However, as 
demonstrated through experience, 
the latter infringes upon fee former.

Lebanese support of the 
Palestinians in the previous article 
is complemented by support of fee 
Palestinians for Lebanese 
sovereignty which, In practice, fell 
short of fee commitment as express- 
ed in this article.

What fee true intention of these 
two versions is- can be learned from 
fee tenor of fee whole resolution and 
from the Political Statement 
published by fee Council accom- 
panying Its resolutions in which tbe 
objective of setting up the Palesti- 
nian Democratic State is expUclty 
stated. Hie right to return Includes 
fee right to get back all former Arab

her. But if you are a true Habadnik 
no day can pass without thinking at 
least once about the Rebbe. 

Not only that but your life seems to 
revolve around the Rebbe. You ask 
yourself many times a day "Will 
what 1 am doing now bring joy to the 
Rebbe?" That is how I measure my 
actions during the day. 

- Q: How do you know what brings 
joy to the Rebbe? 

A: Over the years I have come to 
know what the Rebbe expects from 
everyone of us. We are so syn- 
chronised, that all of us here in 
Israel, adults and children alike, 
know at every time of the day here in 
Israel exactly what the Rebbe is do- 
ing in Brooklyn, at the correspon- 
.dlng hour there. The Habadnik who 
needs urgent advice from the Rebbe, 
knows exactly when to call the 
Rebbe's office, and when not to call 
because he is praying, eating or 
resting. 

Tou see this synchronization in ac- 
tion here in Israel every weekend 
after midnight Saturday night (when 
they know the Sabbath has ended In 
New York) when one Hassid calls 
another trying to find out if he has 
maybe heard what the Rebbe talked . 
about In his Sabbath talk to his con- ' 
gregation. 

Q: Can you sum up the Rebbe's 
message in one sentence? 

A: Ahavat Yisrael, love of your 
fellow Jews. This is what w£ try to 
convey in all our activities here. To 
love a fellow Jew is easy to say, but 
much harder to feel inside you. For 
this, you need to believe in your 
fellow Jews. The Rebbe is the 
greatest of all believers In all Jews. 
Every emissary that the < Rebbe 
sends to any corner of the world is 
told to say to himself; ‘What can I 
give to Klal Yisrael — to aQ Jews'. 

Q : Does the Rebbe ever try to 
pressure you into fulfilling a duty? 

A: No. The opposite is true. You 
are told that if you feel that you are 
being pressured to do something 
against your will, then don't do it. 

A HABADNIK listening to the con- 
versation put it this way: "The 
Rebbe doesn’t tell you or order you 
to do something. He simply asks: Is 
it possible to do.... and who can say 
. no to such a request. 

*TU give you an example. Two 
days before H&nnuka, immediately 
after the Yom Kip pur War, the 
Rebbe asked whether it would be 
possible to print booklets of Psalms 
at Fayid, on the western bank of the* 
Suez Canal which was then in Israeli 
hands. If so he would like to have 
them printed there and to state that 
they were printed on the western 
bank of the Suez. He added that he 
would appreciate it very much if 
these booklets were distributed to 
the soldiers during Hannukka.

perform it. But the first booklets 
were being distributed to the soldiers 
just before the first Hanukka can- 
dle was kindled.” 

We could not conclude this talk 
about “The Lubavitcher" and his 
75th birthday without asking Zvi 
Greenvald the question that many 
Israelis ask. "Why Is it that the 
Rebbe who loves Jews and Judaism 
so much does not come to live in 
Israel?” 

Greenvald emphasized that while 
he could not speak for the Rebbe, he 
believed that the "Lubavitcher” was 
like a captain of a sinking ship who 
was the last to leave. Until all the 
Jews have left the Diaspora, the 
Rebbe must continue to live in New 
York, which Is one of the world’s 
Jewish centres. 

Another Habadnik said that since 
the Rebbe feels we are on the 
threshold of the c o m i n g of the 
Messiah, he must try to prepare as 
many Jews as possible for this com- 
ing. 

Our last question to Greenvald was 
about the financing of the move- 
ment. 

Greenvald laughs at this question, 
“I don't understand. Jews finance 
us, of course.” 

Q: But to run an organization like 
Habad International cost a lot of 
money, not to speak of Habad Israel. 
If you take the last two months as an 
example. Habadniks took Purlm gift 
parcels to thousands upon thousands 
of soldiers, sick people, prisoners, 
and just ordinary Israelis. They are 
planning to do the same on the eve of 
Pessah. Operation Matza also costs 
a lot of money." 

Greenvald becomes more serious. 
"Of course Habad International and 
Habad Israel cost money to run. 
Every country runs its own activities 
and pays for them. All the activities 
in Israel you mentioned are financed 
by local people. 

“We Habadniks may have large 
families, but we don't live on a high 
standard. We are taught from 
childhood not to be spendthrifts but 
to contribute to good causes. 

"Every Hwharifnik knows that he 
must put aside 10 per cent of any 
wages he receives. Some are even 
stricter., and put aside.. 20 per cent 
dEmhaiBumsgo amongotherlhings Jto 
narry but’apme of the activities you 
mentioned!'.' ....

Dresses Israelis can afford 
in a boutique for tourists 


SHOPS in hotels tend to rely on 
tourists for custom. But when 
tourism goes down — after a terror 
attack, a war. or owing to inflation' 
abroad, a solid backbone of local 
clients is necessary to keep them in 
the black. 

“The trouble is.” complains Ruth 
Pedermann, owner-manager of 
Boutique Dantt in the Tel Aviv Dan 
Hotel. "Israelis think that our prices 
arc way beyond them — that we're 
for tourists only.” 

Tf we do think this way. we’re mak- 
ing a mistake, at least in the case of 
Danit.- Here, Mrs. Fedennann (wife 
of Samuel Federal ann. chairman of 
the Dan Hotels chain) sells clothes 
made to her own design, at prices 
from about IL300 upwards for a 
dress. Mrs. Federmann trained as a 
dressmaker, and she tries, she says, 
to make clothes "for every pocket, 
every taste, every hour of the day, 
and every size.” 

She used to stock a lot of clothes 
under different labels — Rlkma, 
Obcrson for Niba and so on — but she 
has found, as prices go up that it Ja 
best to sell her own designs, made in 
a workshop just across from the Dan 
Hotel. “I know how to keep prices 
down. I buy locally-made fabrics, 
and even if I buy an imported fabric, 
I see that it doesn't make the dress 
too expensive.” 

She also makes to order. And you

won't And too many other people 
wearing a Ruth Federmann dress — 
,'*11 X make 22 of one style, it's too 
'many for me." 

What is Mrs. Federmaxm's style? 
Basically, it's classic, nothing crazy 
or way-out. It's also very wearable: 
she has little striped two-piece suits 
in a cotton knit far about IL700, in a 
variety of shapes and sizes, for in- 
stance. Also in two-piece outfits, are 
ft range of print combinations — lit- 
tle pink flowers on a white 
background for the shirt-top, with 
the same print In a different colour 
scheme for the slightly flared skirt.

But as a general run, day dresses 
for summer will cost you under IL700 
— and. Mrs. Federmann is still sell- 
ing a rack of winter clothes at reduc- 
tions of 50 per cent. 

And, as of April 1. Mrs. Feder- 
xnann will be running a second 
summer boutique in the Dan 
Caesarea. 



ILO calls for action to stop 
nigh tmare of nigh t work 


GENE VA.— In the past 25 years, the 
number of workers on night shifts 
has almost doubled and today it is es- 
tixn ated that at least one worker in 10 
in the industrialized countries has to 
work at night. 

This growth in nlghtwork has led 
to increasing concern at the adverse 
effects it can have on workers : it can 
upset health, disrupt family and 
social life and lead to mental dis- 
orders and nervous breakdowns. 

The International Labour 
Organization has called for big cuts 
In the number of nightshlfts, a* well 
as “a very substantial reduction” in 
working hours In cases where 
nightwork must be done. 

The ILO recognizes that, in some 
cases, nightwork has become In- 
evitable and indispensable; services 
like hospitals and jobs like police 
work must go on 24 hours, day and 
night. 

It is the rise in nightwork in other 
areas, particularly in Industry, 
which worries the ILO moat. In the 
Swiss paper and cellulose industry, 
shift workers account for from 26 to 
iS5 per cent .of the laboun farce; In 
FpeBobl p pocesslng indOstrleaifor- 31 
per cent; and In British- manuf ac- 
taEtagSndUBtry generaHjrfor 25 'per

cent of the labour force. 

Human behaviour follows & cer- 
tain cycle, lasting approximately 24 
hours, and involves an active phase 
during the day and an inactive phase 
during the night. Nightwork upsets 
this balance; it requires a greater ef- 
fort to work at ni g ht , when all the 
bodily processes are run down. 

Studies have shown that sleep dur- 
ing the daytime does not have the 
same restorative properties, and 
night shift workers sleep on average 
an hour ' and a half less than day 
workers. Also, sleep during the day 
is shallower than sleep at night and 
the sleeper is liable to be awoken b y , 
for example, hunger pangs or, if a 
woman, by guilt feelings about not 
having done the household chores. 

The result of prolonged nightwork is 
over-fatigue, which, in turn, leads to 
difficulties in sleeping. This gives 
rise to nervous disorders; the “night 
worker's neurosis'* is recognised as 
likely to lead to a nervous 
breakdown. 

• Nightwork also leads to a-distur- 
-bance-of the- digestive 'pattern, - as 
eating at night, when one’s digestive 
-processes are sluggish; can cause 


various digestive disorders. Another 
factor aggravating the situation la 
the practice of some night workers of 
taking pills not only to keep them 
awake at night hut also to help them 
sleep during the day. 

In a recent study, the ILO points 
out that the dangers Inherent in 
nightwork increase with age and 
length of service. After 45 years of 
age, most night workers have 
serious difficulty in sleeping anai 
dlgestingthelr food properly.' 

However, the most obvious draw- 
back to nightwork lies in the disrup- 
tion in the dally life of the family un- ; 
It. People doing nightwork also tend; 
to feel cut off from the mainstream 
of society — they find themselves 
effectively barred from a normal 
social life and tend to devote their 
spare time to solitary pursuits. 

Some ' night workers — nobody 
knows exactly what the figures are 
worldwide — are also 
"moonlighters," people who have 
two jobs, one for the day and one for 
the night. But the ILO points out that 
the financial advantages may 'trap

Our finest 
male 
dancer 

EHUD BEN -DAVID, who was killed 
in a road accident last week, was the 
finest male dancer that Israel has 
yet produced. He did not study 
abroad, hut learned his art from a 
whole series of experts who came to 
Israel — most notably Anna Sokolow 
and Martha Graham, who selected 
him as one of the founding dancers of 
the Batsheva Dance Company. 

Handsome and beautifully built, 
he had the capacity to concentrate 
an effect without seeming to strain. 
“I learned a -lot about movements 
from watching my black cat," he 
said when I asked him what he 
thought was his distinguishing quali- 
ty. 

During his army service he had 
considered himseif “lucky" to be 
assigned to physical training — yet It 
was an ordeal. “A lot of army 
routine jobs are not purely physical 
action... and the muscles need sen- 
sitive tone for dance,” he said. Yet 
He overcame the damage and didn’t 
a ie form. When the B&tsheva Com- 
toured in America, the New 
critic Clive Barnes hailed him 
one of the great dancers of our 
le. When the company took part in 
the International Dance Festival in 
Paris he won a star as the best male 
dancer. 

i Though he remained a member of 
|he Batsheva Company until quite 
recently, he made only rare 
appearances. His last major roles 
were in "Poem,” & solo specially 
created for him by Anna Sokolow in 
March 1274, and In July of the same 
year in Martha Graham’s ballet 
“Dreams” created for the com- 
pany's 10th anniversary.

Egypt's slump is no surprise, writes Bar- 
Han economics professor Eliyahu Kanovsky. 

Foreign aid won’t cure 
Egypt’s economic ills 


No amount of financial aid or In- 
vestment in Egypt's tottering 
economy Is likely to improve its 
situation fundamentally. This was 
stated five years ago. three years 
ago and today by one of our leading 
experts on the Arab economies. 
Prof. Eliyahu Kanovsky. of Bar-Ilan 
University, who reiterates his 
original assessment on the heels of 
the latest economic unrest in Egypt. 

The basic cause Is Egypt's 
backward and Inefficient social, 
economic and government struc- 
ture, says Prof. Kanovsky. Only a 
small proportion of the large influx 
of money from the oil-rich Arab 
states arid from the U.S. is put to 
productive use. 

Egypt's economy regresses 

Not only does the Egyptian 
economy show no sign of improving, 
but there is growing evidence of 
further deterioration. This has oc- 
curred despite an influx of almost 
34.5b. In aid from the Arab states and 
close to $lb. from the U.S. since the 
Yom Kipptir War.' Prof. Kanovsky 
notes that whereas in 1973 foreign 
aid covered virtually all of Egypt’s 
adverse trade balance, by 1975 the 
gap had grown to some 81.2b. despite 
increased aid. 

On a per capita basis and taking 
account of inflation, Egypt has stood 
still economically between 1963 and 
1973. Since then per capita Income 
has actually regressed, since the 
growth in population is outstripping 


economic growth. As an example, 
from 1956 to 1964, when the first 
phase of the Aswan Dam was com- 
pleted, Egypt's agricultural produc- 
tion which is the mainstay of its 
economy, rose in real terms by 2.6 
per cent annually. During this same 
period population Increased by some 
2.5 per cent annually, thus virtually 
cancelling out what little progress 
was made. 

Since 1964 agricultural growth was 
only 1.4 per cent annually while pop- 
ulation grew by 2.2 per cent every 
year. Thus, again, on a per capita 
basis agricultural production actual- 
ly declined. 

This situation. Prof. Kanovsky 
feels, is due to Egypt's inability to 
modernise Its archaic agricultural 
methods. One of the immediate con- 
sequences is the failure to exploit 
cultivated land significantly. 

The situation in Industry, which 
accounts for 20 per cent of the coun- 
try's Gross National Product 
(GNP) , Is not much better. 
Inflation and population growth 
eliminate most gains 

According to official Egyptian 
figures, the country's GNP rose by 
8.7 per cent in 1974, but aince.prices 
during that year rose by more than 
34 per cent, the GNP in real terms 
actually declined. In 1975 the situa- 
tion was worse, when the GNP rose 
by 10.9 per cent in current prices and 
inflation was higher. 

Furthermore, much touted 
sources of outside Income from

tourism and Suez Canal toll fees 
have not come up to expectations. In- 
come from the Canal during the year 
1975-76 was $215m., about half of the 
forecast. 

With a population at more Mm. 
Egypt, had fewer tourists than 
Israel last year. 750.000 compared 
with 800.000. It only earned a disap- 
pointing 5240m. from them. 

While Egypt’s exports rose from 
5817m. in 1970 to 51.566m. in 1975. ex- 
ports in real terms declined by 30 per 
cent, when allowing for price infla- 
tion. During the same period imports 
rose from 51,084m. to 53,984m., 
which despite inflation, still 
amounted to an Increase in real 
terms, thus accounting for Egypt's 
growing trade deficit. 

At the same time Egypt’s external 
debt, especially to the Soviet Union 
for arms, has grown astronomically 
and is estimated, unofficially, to be 
in excess of 57b. 

Israel surpasses Egypt in 
both relative and real terms 
In effect. Israel with one tenth of 


Egypt's population, has not only sur- 
passed it In relative terms, such as in 
rates of growth per capita and In 
production, but in actual terms as 
well, such j&b GNP. industrial ex- 
ports and agricultural production. 

Sadat has done little to Improve 
the lot of the average Egyptian and 
for his country it can truly be said 
that the poor have grown poorer and 
the rich richer. The bureaucracy 
remains inflated, skilled managerial 
personnel is sorely lacking and 
methods of production and ad- 
ministration continue to be archaic. 

This situation has resulted in a 
growing scarcity of basic com- 
modities, burgeoning inflation, a 
growing black market and a 
breakdown in public transportation. 

“As long as the Egyptian 
leadership continues to stick to its 
belief that capital investment is the 
basic solution to its economic ills," 
says the Bar-Ilan economist, "there 
is not much likelihood that the far 
mare fundamental and far more dif- 
ficult structural, institutional and 
manpower problems will be dealt 
with." 
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Foreign debt . 
totals $9.3b. 
at end of 1976

Israel's foreign debt Increased 
during 1976 by 51.7b. and reached a 
total of 59.3b.. according to the 
monthly survey of the foreign ex- 
change department in the Finance 
Ministry. 

However, short-term debts declin- 
ed since last January by 13 per cent 
and reached 5805m. The survey 
refrained from pointing out that 
although short-term debts declined 
through 1976, they increased by 80 
per cent in the last three months of 
the year, from 5600m. in September 
to 5805m. in December. 

Revenues from tourism increased 
by about 25 per cent to about 5300m. 
Most of the increase Is due to the new 
regulations encouraging tourists to 
use the banks rather than the black 
market for money exchange. 

There was hardly any increase in 
the foreign currency allowances 
paid to Israelis travelling abroad.

Kupat Holim to take steps 
to reduce its ELlb. debt

TEL AVIV. — The average annual 
salary of a Kupat Holim doctor in the 
1977/78 fiscal year will be 2L64.000, 
according to the sick fund's budget 
(in the sum of IL3,746m.) , which was 
approved by the organization's 
supervisory committee yesterday. 
The average salary of anurse will be 
1147,000 a year. 

Doctors working in hospitals, 
however, will receive more than the 
average, that is. IL65.000 a year, 
while those working in clinics will 
earn only Hj62,000 a year. 

The pay situation is reversed, 
however, for nurses. The hospital 
nurse will earn only 1143,000 a year, 
while the clinic nurse will make 
1142,000. 

However, these figures, according 
to the budget, are not final. The sum 
of HA 36m. has been set aside to 
cover expected pay Increases 
"among medical personnel." which 
includes not only doctors and nurses, 
but also pharmacists. .X-ray . 


technicians, and others, like physio- 
therapists. 

Kupat Holim employs 3,688 doc- 
tors and 6,119 nurses. 

In submitting the budget for final 
approval yesterday, Aharon Becker, 
chairman of the supervisory com- 
mittee, noted that the IL3,746m. 
budget (compared to IL2,535m. In 
1976/77), which contained a deficit 
from former years, brought the 
fund's total debt up to ILl.OOOm. 

Kupat Holim pays £Li65m. a year 
.interest on this debt. 

Becker noted that the situation 
could not continue, and that Kupat 
Holim was planning to bring 
pressure on the government to in- 
crease its participation (which now 
stands at IL£90m.) , on the members 
to Increase their monthly payments 
(which now total IL750m.) and on 
employers to increase their 
payments to the "parallel tax" 
(which now brings in ILL ,417m.) 

The remainder of the fund's in- 
come comes from various sources, 
the main one being services, which 
.bring in some ILL. 202m. 


Defence industries should share 
their R&D with private industry

HERZLIYA. — The defence in- 
dustries should take the initiative in 
sharing their research and develop- 
ment knowledge with private in- 
dustry, Avraham "Buma" Shavit, 
president of the Manufacturers 
Association, yesterday told a 
meeting of several hundred persons 
active in the field of R ft D here. The 
meeting was held at the Accadia 
Hotel. 

Shavit said that most of the 
Association’s 1.200 member plants 
were too small to embark on a 
serious R&D programme of their 
own. "And those who do tackleR&D 
seriously, keep the results within the 
walls of their plants, for why should 
they help the competition?" 

But the defence industries, which 
were not in competition, could share 
their knowledge in two ways, he 
said. First, by sending out lecturers 
and technicians to help Individual 
plants, and secondly, by ordering 
components, made to specifications 
arising out of R ft D developments, 
in private plants. 

"In agriculture," Shavit noted, 
"the situation Is actually the reverse 
of that in' private industry. Any 
agricultural advance is quickly 
adopted by all farmers. We should 
also work for such a situation. 


Professor Yitzhak Ya'acov, chief 
scientist of the Ministry of 
Commerce and Industry, predicted 
that in the early 1980's, Israel would 
be exporting goods valued at one 
billion dollars, yes dollars, based in 
full or In part on R ft D. In 1975, such 
exports already reached 5300m. 

Minister of Commerce and In- 
dustry Haim Bar-Lev, pointed out 
that there were four main fields in 
which Israel could excel. The first 
was developing sophisticated 
products from the country's raw 
materials, such aB phosphates, 
potash, and bromine; developing 
products in the field of agriculture 
(such as insecticides and 
pesticides). In the field of defence 
weapons (electronics), and in phar- 
maceuticala.

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Effect of oil 
price hikes on 
poor countries

The current account deficit of the 
non-oil producing less developed 
countries rose from 59.9b. in 1978 to 
537b. in 1975, falllngsllghtly in 1976 to 
532b. according to figures compiled 
by Petroeconomic FUe, published in 
Brussels. 

The major share of this vast in- 
crease. in the balance of payments 
gap ofthe less developed countries is 
to be attributed to the four-fold in- 
crease in the price of oil. 

According to a detailed country- 
by -country- analysis of oil Imports, it 
was the middle-income countries 
that were hit hardest. This group of 
countries, which had already em- 
barked on a process of industrial 
development and therefore had 
relatively large imports of oil, suf- 
fered most from the soaring cost of 
oil imports. 

As a result, the less developed 
countries had to increase their 
foreign borrowing to unprecedented 
levels. Foreign borrowing by the less 
developed countries amounted to 
about 57b. before 1973, ‘rose to’feob' ‘ 
in 1974. 525b. in 1975 and 520b. In 1976. 

About half of the money came 
from government sources and the 
remaining half from private 
sources, mainly banks in the finan- 
cial centres of the Western world. 

‘Petroeconomic File" says that the 
banks which financed the oil-derived 
deficit of the less developed coun- 
tries were able to lend these huge 
amounts only because of the funds 
deposited with them by the oil 
producing countries. 

Thus, much of the additional 
money paid to the latter found its 
way back, in the form of long-term 
loans, to the importing countries. 
The governments and financial in- 
stltutions.ln the Industrialized coun- 
tries thus mostly acted as the 
guarantors.

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Sharp increase in tourism via 
Jordan and the Allenby Bridge

Some 34,000 tourists entered the 
country by way of the Allenby 
Bridge in 1976. members of the 
Knesset Finance Committee learned 
from officials at the bridge during a 
tour of the Dead Sea area thin week. 

The MKs were told that this 
represented a sharp increase over 
the previous year’s total of almost 
26,000. Most of the tourists came on 
charter flights to Amman. 

The tourists, for the most part, 
spent two days in Jordan, the 
minimum time which the Jordanians 
require visitors to stay before going 
to Israel. They used the Jordanian 
connection because of the lack of 
charters from their home countries 
directly to Israel. 

Even many who did not come on 
charters took advantage of the 


relatively cheap rates of Alia, the 
Jordanian national airway. 
Relatively few of the visitors actual- 
ly wished to visit the Arab countries. 

The MKs also inspected the 
facilities available for tourists at the 
bridge. Only one small room, barely 
enough for a busfull of people, is 
available for conducting the 
necessary security checks on 
tourists. 

If more than one bus comes, the 
tourists must wait in their vehicles 
until the officials can check them. 
Sometimes the drivers, Jordanians, 
deliberately turn off the aircon- 
ditioning, the officials said. . 

A new passenger terminal is being 
built, but budgetary considerations 
have held up work on it. 

So far this year, some 8,500 
tourists have visited Israel by way of 
Jordan. 


Retailers fear profit limits on 
children’s shoes may set precedent

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Dayan’s ultimatum 


AL H AMISH MAB (Map am) ex- 
preaaes surprise at the ultimatum 
presented by Mo a he Dayan to the 
Labour Party, "at least as far as his 
concept of membership is concern- 
ed. At the recent convention of the 
Labour Party, various decisions 
were taken by majority vote, and 
amendments presented by Dayan 
conveying his opposition to 
territorial compromise on the west 
pawk were rejected. No one had any 
.doubts as to Dayan's views, and he 
should have entertained no further 
doubts as to tee agreed position of 
the Labour Party, which h as become 
tee adopted view of the Alignment. 

"Dayan now d em a n ds that the 
Labour Alignment oomnflt itself to 
new elections in case a dec Won must 
be taken on territories In the west. 
Bank. Even four years ago, there 
was no such undertaking to the 
Alignment's plank — It was part erf 
the coalition agreement, demanded 
by the National Religious Party. In 
any cajfs the Issue la one of the cen- 
tral points in the May elections. 

The paper cannot i mag i n e any 
' other individual attempting, through 
' an ultimatum, to alter resolutions 
passed by the two parties who com- 
pose the Alignment. "There can be 
no concessions on this issue, not even 
in the form of some ‘unwritten doc- 


trine.*”... 

HA’AEETZ (independent) recalls 
that the Labour Party, a month 


before Its convention, resolved to in- 
clude in its platform that “Israel s 


political endeavours tor a peace 
agreement with Egypt, Jordan and 


Syria in defensible borders, should 
continue, with readineaa for 
territorial compromise with each of 
these states, and a peace agreement 
with Lebanon with the existing 
borders." This formula won the sup- 
port, inter oHo, of Mrs. Ifcir, and 
Messrs. Peres, Galili and Ya acobi, 
though at the time Dayan was 
abroad. Dayan subsequently said 
that if the party fought elections on a 
plank including territorial com- 
promise on the West Bank, tWs 
would make It doubtful whether he 
could stand tor the party in the elec- 
tions, and a little while later, he said 
that if tee Alignment took such a 
decision, he would resign from it. 
"Even this threat did not deter the 
party conference from making -its 
decisions, and rejecting his 
’ amendments. Even if there has been 
some modification to Dayan s 
demands, the fact is that he con- 
sistently opposes any compromise 
with Jordan. . .. 

“If Mr. Rabin hopes to get the 
political process in motion again 
(provided he forms the next 
government), he must under no cir- 
cumstances give In to Dayan's 
demands, which amount to replacing 
f-an obstacle removed o nly t wo 
months ago. It would be an error to 
seek a solution through some vague 
formula, such as Mr. Galili would 
perhaps be able to conjure up. The 
government should preserve 
political leeway for manoeuvre, and 
considerations of party unity should 
not divert it from its main purpose of 
striving for a settlement."

HOW MANY people In Israel know 
what President Carter really said 
when he spoke of a “homeland" for 
the Palestinians, in the course of that 
town meeting at Clinton. 
Massachusetts? Press and 
politicians jumped on the word 
“homeland,” so that probably most 

of us got the impression that this was 

what his speech was all about. 

Not so long ago everyone was tem- 
baating JosepluAlaop for. his "Letter 
to Amos," quite overlooking the ex- 
traordinary passage In which be 
described tee intimate, visceral link 
between the American people and 
the existence of Israel. 1 Thtaj was a 
link which had nothing to do with the 
United States' (Soncern for a power 
base in the Middle East or the 
"Jewish vote" or any other selfish 
■ interest. Joseph Sisco spoke in a 
ffiTniinr vein when he addressed the 
Sfloniat Organisation of America last 
autumn. And President Carter, at 
Clinton (where there were few Jews 
to cajole), started out with these 
words : "I think one of the finest acts 
that the nations of the world haye 
ever done was to establish the State 
of Israel." ^ . . 

The President went on to give a 
vivid description of what peaceful 
relations with the Arabs would 
amount to, with trade, travel, 
tourism and cultural materials mov- 
ing freely across frontiers between 
Israel and Its neighbours. 

Everyone knows the “open 
bridges" policy which was Initiated 
by Israel and Jordan almost im- 
mediately after the Six-Day War. We 
Shall soon be marking the tenth an- 
niversary of that war — and we 
u topnid not do so without marking at 
the same time, or soon alter, the 
tenth anniversary of the open 
bridges across the Jordan river. 

I have spoken deliberately of a 
policy "initiated by Israel and Jor- 
dan," since it would of course have 


been meaningless if it had been 
Israel's policy alone. A bridge has to 
be open at both ends, and clearly this 
policy served Jordan's i ntere st as 
much as Israel's — otherwise it 
could never have been carried out. 
Indeed, it served bote countries in- 
terest to suph an extent that 
throughout the Yom Klppur War, 
while Jordan was actually attacking 
Israel with powerful forces deployed 
on Syrian soil, the bridges remained 
open. I can think of no modern prece- 
dent for such freedom of movement 
between the territory of two coun- 
tries actively at war with one 

another. ... 

If open border# are a prerequisite 
of peace, eight-ninths of this condi- 
tion have been fulfilled as between 
Israel and Jordan. A resident of the 
West Bank to free to teavel wherever 
he likes on the West Bank itself. In 
Israel proper and, with only mtolmal 
formalities, in Jordan. A Jordanian 
resident can travel wherever he 
chooses in hto own country, and he 
' does not even have to he a , ‘ 8 '“®i ner 
visitor" to cross one of the bridges 
and visit hto relatives in Nablus or 
Jenin. Once there, what to there to 
■top him from speeding the after- 
noon on Netanya beach? An Israeli to 
at liberty to go wherever hto fancy 
takes him In Israel or on the west 
Bank (or in Gaza tor that matter) . m 
fact, the only real restriction that ex- 
ists ia that an Israeli cannot, as 
things are, travel to Jordan. Even 
this ban has recently been relax ea 
for groups of Arab citizens. 

As between Israel and Jordan, 
then, President Carter's dream of 
open borders to far from the realm of 
pure fantasy. Of nine possible 
movements across the "green line" 
and the Jordan valley frontier, only 
one to at present excluded. For the 


rest, these borders are to all intents 
nnri purposes open — and have been 
so for nearly ten years. There have 
been, at times, curious or even 
tragic results: we all remember tee 
two Jordanian ladles who were 
quietly shopping in Jerusalem's Zion 
Square when they were killed by an 

irony of fate, in the shape of an Arab 

terrorists’ bomb. . ^ . , 

It to sheer demagogy for hard- 
liners to proclaim that they will 
never agree to line up for a visa to 
visit places on the West Blftflr. If the 
borders are truly open, there will be 
no need tor visas. Open b coders atoo 
rid questions of sovereignty of much 
of their acuteness and formal sting. 
How many people are there, either In 
Israel or in Jordan, who would 
prefer to see the borders closed? We 
ore not as remote, either, from trade 
or cultural exchanges as some might 
think.
